Adult Ed. Demand in Romulus 
Prompts Extension of Classes 


ROMULUS — Students and 
teachers in the Romulus Adult 
Education program have com- 
pleted an enjoyable first six 
weeks of classes, Wednesday 
evening, March 13. 

Those presently participating 
have expressed a definite in- 
terest in continuing the pro- 
gram through an additional eight 
week session, Silas A. Moore, 
schools’ coordinator of Federal 
and State programs, reported. 

Several school district resi- 
dents have called the school, 
requesting that courses be of- 
fered in areas other than those 
presently conducted. 

Due to the high Interest in- 
dicated by the number of calls, 
as well as the favorable com- 
ments of those presently par- 
ticipating in the program, 
School Administration has de- 
termined to continue the pro- 
gram for another eight (8) week 
session during the present 
school year, and has specified 
the following place, date, and 
time for the next registration:

Classes will be conducted In 
any subject area In which there 
is an enrollment of ten(10) per- 
sons.

As we draw nearer to Holy Week, we keep our eyes 
fixed on Calvary. Calvary lay before Jesus all His life. 
It cast Its shadow upon His path shortly aftor His birth 
In the prophesy of Simeon to Mary: M A sword shall 
pierce thy souL" 

Jesus was at home among the hlUs. He was born 
among them. One of His severest temptations was on a 
mount. During His public ministry He often retired to 
His mount for prayer. 

The world's greatest sermon spoken by Him, Is named 
4, The Sermon on the Mount." lie was transfigured on a 
mount. 

Yes, Jesus knew these hills. But He knew Calvary 
better. The whole trend of His life was toward It. It 
gave a meaning to Ills life that nothing else could give. 

Without Calvary there Is no Christianity. Without 
Calvary there Is no hope for sinful man. 

The observance of Lent must, therefore, be centered 
In Calvary. Self-denial as such cannot relieve and satisfy 
a sln-burdoned heart.

BELLFVILLF — Voters of Van Buren Town- 
ship School District will again be asked to rule 
on a Millage Increase Proposition proposed by 
Van Buren Township Board of Education, Har- 
old O. Wetherell, school superintendent, an- 
nounced. 

The School Board In a special meeting held 
last Thursday, March 14, approved the holding 
of another election for additional funds to oper- 
ate the school system for the next five years. 

Board members by resolution 
scheduled the election for May 6 
on a second request for an addi- 
tional millage of five and a half 
mills rejected by the voters by 
more than two to one In the 
March 4 special election. The 
vote was 1,499 to 51 1. 

The decision of the School 
Board was reached after an 
overall restudy of school needs 
required "to maintain the same 
level of educational services 
and programs now being offered 
by the school system."

IN THE March 4 election, 
voters approved a Millage Re- 
newal ProposiUon of four and a 
half mills that Is expiring at 
the end of this school year by 
some 200 votes. The total was 
1,135 votes for the renewal to 
907 votes against. 

The total vote of 2,060 rep- 
resented less than 30 per cent 
of the school district's 7,500 
registered voters. 

8chool administrators and 
8chool Board members re- 
emphaslred the "urgent” need 
for tho additional funds to meet 
Increased costs for school op- 


eraUons In the coming months. 
Despite the defest st tho polls, 
school officials reported that 
detailed explanations and rea- 
sons for the needed funds will 
be specifically spelled out In 
the weeks ahead. More so than 
previously, It was stated, 
"Without this additional 
money that tho five and a half 
mllla would bring, severe cuts 
In school programs will have to 
be made. What may have to be 
sacrificed is yet to be decided 
by theSchool Board," Wetheroll 
said. 

"We know that in excess of 
$500,000 will have to be elimi- 
nated from tho school budget. 
Cuts In teaching personnel and 
In programs will have to be 
determined If votors rejoct the 
request for addlUonal millage, ” 
he continued. Ho added that this 
statement was not a 'threat* 
but based on real school needs.

DETROIT — Led by the sec- 
ond highest number of apartment 
permits on record, Ute Dotroit 
Metropolitan area became tho 
nation's third largos! housing 
market in 1967. 

The area was topped only by 
the Chicago and New York areas 
In total 1967 housing permits 
as rising building costs virt- 
ually eliminated low and rnlddle- 
cost single homos and height- 
ened the trend to multiple hous- 
ing. 

Apartment permits were up 
29 percent, from 9,024 in 1060 
to 12,405 in 1907, compared to 
a national average gain of 16 
percent In multiples. All units, 
single and multiple, totaled 
29,618 for a 21 percent In- 


crease over 1900, tho yoar of 
the crodlt crisis.

DETROIT - AREA housing 
construction was tho third in 
the nation for the first tlmo 
slnco 1952, In the middle of 
tho postwar housing boom. 

The figures came from tho 
authoritative quarterly survey 
of U. S. Housing Markets, com- 
plied by Advance Mortgage 
Corp. as a service to the build- 
ing and homo-financed In- 
dustries. 

Advance, ono of (he nation's 
largest mortgage companies, 
operates through 18 offlcos 
throughout the U. 8., with main 
offices In Detroit. The survey 
cornparos Detroit with 16 other 
major markets nationwide. 


Land prices soared in 1967 
and suburban land costs are 
still rising sharply, reported 
Donald V. Donohue, Det roll- 
area managor. 

“This has forced builders into 
hlghor prlco ranges and In- 
creased Interest In townhousos. 
Some suburhan-arou garden- 
type apartments aro more than 
50 porcont rented boforo com- 
pletion." 

There Is a great demand for 
homes undor $20,000 and for 
apartments under $150 but 
those are not being built, Dono- 
hue said.

per cent of operating costs are 
expended In salaries. 

School officials planned an 
all-out educational program on 
the needs and “ necessary 1 ’ 
costs required to maintain the 
same level of teaching pro- 
grams and services now avail- 
able. 

The present school tax rate 
for property owners residing In 
the school district Is 23.40 
mills per $1,000 of assessed 
property valuation, state equal- 
ized. 

This mill levy consists of 
$19.40 for school operations 
and $4 for debt retirement. 
The $19.40 Includes the $4.50 
approved on March 4.

WETHERELL ALSO reported 
that a possible Increase In state 
aid (not immediately available) 
will also be a determining fac- 
tor when the School Board re- 
examined the budget on the 
school system’s ability to meet 
increased costs that Include 
lost year’s salary boosts that 
must be met, plus mandatory 
teacher salary Increments fall- 
ing due and other rising costs.

gitabllsh themselves In apart- 
mints until they can afford the 
god of single housing that Is 
more available in the $25,000 
to $40,000 bracket. Thus two 
Urge and growing age groups 
feed the apartment market. 


DONOHUE REPORTED that 
the national market had Its main 
vigor ‘‘concentrated in apart- 
ments,” with the national per- 
centage gain In this category 
three times as great as house 
permits. In general, final quart- 
er activity reached the 31,000 


annual rate, second best since 
1956. 

“There is demand for all 
units that can be built,” Dono- 
hue said. 

Fourth -quarter figures show 
single home permits up 102 
percent from the same quarter 
in 1966. Apartments were up 
221 percent. 

Detroit -area housing had the 
lowest vacancy rate among mar- 
kets reporting In the survey at 
2.1 percent. Despite an ac- 
celerated movement Into the 
suburbs, values In used housing 
even within the city remain 
firm and are expected to in- 
crease another 8 to 10 percent 
this year. 

In the fourth quarter, as re- 
ported by Detrolt-area multi- 
listing services, average prices 
were up 11 percent over a year 
ago and 60 percent of the list- 
ings were sold within 30 days. 

ON ANOTHER front, F. W. 
Dodge Co., national construc- 
tion industry reporting agency, 
emphasized the apartment 
trend. The agency said a rising 
cost pattern for construction 
and land, coupled with higher 
mortgage rates and an altered 
age pattern among homeseek- 
ers mean more multi-family 
buildings and relatively fewer 
single homes.” 

It cited one market study 
which Indicates a 50 percent 
rise in apartment construction 
In the next five years com- 
pared to 1963-1967. Applied to 
the Detroit area, this could 
mean all housing to be built 
could be as much as 65 per- 
cent multiple within the next 
five years. The result can be 
vastly lnproved tax bases for 
suburban communities who ad- 
just to the trend.

ASKEW STATED thathedldn’t 
anticipate any difficulties in 
presentation of the four general 
problem areas. The only pos- 
sibility of It would be If the 
school board would attempt to 
go back on salary schedules, he 
said. 

“The Intentions of the teach- 
ers, as shown by the prelimi- 
nary submission, is to attempt 
to make significant Improve- 
ment In the operation of the 
school along two major lines. 

“The first of these Is to 
utilize the knowledge and expe- 
rience of the teachers In the 
creation of curriculum policies 
of the school. At the same time 
the second factor Is to Improve 
the staff through a personnel 
policy which will secure, main- 
tain and promote the most de- 
sirable kinds of people. 

“We feel that the educational 
system can benefit greatly and 
teachers’ working conditions 
can be Improved by involving 
teachers In the process of school 
planning. 

We feel that the cooperative 
efforts of the School Board, 
the Administration, and the fac- 
ulty should be brought together 
to provide for the best possible 
educational system that mutual 
benefits can achieve. In order 
to do this there must be some 
modification In personnel and 
planning policies. 

“While we consider teachers’ 
salaries and economic benefits 
important, we also feel that 
working within an effective 
school system Is Important.

A detour for all US-12 Busi- 
ness Route traffic in Ypsllantl 
Is In effect the State Highway 
Commission has announced. 

Repairs on the bridge carry- 
ing US- 12 (Michigan Ave.) over 
the Michigan Central Railroad 
In Ypsllantl will detour all US- 
12 through traffic to M-17. 

All local traffic on US- .2 
may also detour around the con- 
struction site via Miles Road, 
Grove Road, Cross Street, and 
Prospect Road.

The waste discharge of multi- 
colored paper dyes into the 
Huron River by the Peninsular 
Paper Company will no longer 
occur, Daniel T. Quirk, presi- 
dent of the firm, announced this 
week. 

The firm was cited In 1966 
by the State Water Resources 
Commission for its waste prob- 
lems that polluted the Huron 
River. Since then the com- 
pany has been working with the 
Commission to find a “workable 
solution to the in ever Increas- 
ing problem of water pollution 
In the Huron River.” 

The solution arrived and be- 
came available when the City 
of Ypsllanti completed its new 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant’s facilities in 1966-67. 

The capacity of the treatment 
plant enabled the firm to pass 
its colored paper effluent to 


the treatment plant, Quirk 
stated. 

The colored water effluent Is 
now passed through newly In- 
stalled pumps and an eight- 
inch underground line and 
pumped into the city’s system. 

The line, pumps and recorder 
has been in the process of in- 
stallation since October, 1967. 

The cost of this equipment 
was reported at $14,000. The 
city will realize $49,000 an- 
nually for treating the million 
plus gallons of water per day 
from the firm, Quirk said. 

He also stated that the firm 
is forced to live with the colored 
water problem due to the nature 
of “our many order changes 
and the vast number of colored 
papers we manufacture. 

The connection to the city’s 
sewage treatment solved the 
problem.

Make We’

W HENEVER I USED TO READ editorials, I 
Imagined they were written by about five men. 
I could just picture five guys standing around 
a typewriter as they combined their efforts to produce 
the result. When the editorial said: "We think 
It should. . I automatically pictured the five 
conspiring to write. Now I find out I was completely 
wrong. 

Instead of a quintet,, or even a quartet or trio, 
there's just one guy at the typewriter acting like 
he's a quintet. He's probably a young guy in his 
early twenties at that, posing as a learned observer, 
an experienced veteran of the newspaper wars. 
In fact, he might be the only one on the paper who 
thinks that way, and his "we" may be just me, 
myself and I. 

Nevertheless, the "We" carries a lot of weight 
and intimidates many. It seems the whole community 
must be behind an editorial that cries out: "We 
know that the best thing. . ." "We feel it will be 
a mistake. . ." Who can argue when you dont 
know how many you're fighting? You imagine you're 
up against a host of men, when In reality one pip- 
squeak is sitting over in the cluttered corner of a 
dinky little room by himself writing: "We think. . 

I'm glad I found out about the editorial "We" before 
any more birthdays passed. Talk about being afraid 
of your own shadow! I had a real hang- up on this 
"We" business until one day I saw the light. Here 
was a scowling youngster barely out of college 
pecking away at a typewriter. Nothing much happening 
here, I thought to myself. But here was the community 
In action. Here was the "We" that I had admired 
and feared and trembled before when I turned to 
the editorial page. 

I tip-toed silently up behind the bent figure who 
was poking at the keyboard with one finger. Probably 
writing his obituary, I figured. Maybe he's covering 
a women's fashion show held for the benefit of helping 
merry widows find not -so- gay widowers. Being 
just out of college, perhaps he was writing a do-lt- 
yourself book on how to cure the world's ills. He 
didn't have a beard, his hair was neatly trimmed, 
and only a rumpled sultcoat detracted from his 
impecclbllity. Such an insi^nificant-lookir^ soul 
surely couldn't be causing any harm, I mused. 

Peering over his shoulder, I was amazed and 
stupefied beyond words. No more than two lines 
down the page he had written the words that had 
stirred a city, pressured administration forces, 
or crusaded for safer red pop in the corner store. 
He had started out his second sentence with the 
words; "We feel. . .” I looked again at his chair. 
He was the only one in it, yet there indelibly pecked 
on the paper was the word "We." He turned slowly 
to see who was studying his artistry of one-finger 
poking. Keeping my composure, I quietly demanded 
to see the other member of the "We" committee. 

"Pm the only one on the "We" committee," 
he explained. "You see, it's the well-known editorial 
"We." I was amazed and relieved at the same 
instant. "You mean I've been intimidated and afraid 
of you most of my life?" He crimed at my intensity. 
I continued, "Are you the "We" that has changed 
cities, cried out for reform, screamed for Improve- 
ments, and In general scared the pants off every- 
body who thought you were the entire community 
enmasse?" 

"Yes, I guess you might say that," he shrugged. 

So the next time you read a mighty editorial 
spying. "We. . dont conjure up thoughts of 
five guys standing over a typewriter, just picture 
a little pipsqueak in a rumpled suitcoat ofT in the 
corner of some cluttered little office.

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The Mood for McCarthy in Michigan! 

'There Is No Presidential Primary Here, But There Is A Seemingly Significant Action Taking Place’

DETROIT - The formerly uninspiring 
candidancy of Minnesota Senator Eugene Mc- 
Carthy for the Democratic nomination for the 
Presidency, has suddenly become something 
of a ‘cause celebre’ In our nation. 

Last week a McCarthy for President head- 
quarters was opened In Detroit, just a few 
blocks from the University of Detroit campus 
where McCarthy organizers undoubtedly look 
to find mar\y new workers. It was the college- 
age young people who worked with McCarthy 
in his ‘victory’ in New Hampshire, that put 
him over the top, and McCarthy backers are 
looking to capitalize on the idealism and energies 
of young people in other areas of the country. 

Housed in an extremely unpretentious store 
front on Six Mile Road (McNIchols), the Mc- 
Carthy for President offices are contained 
on the site of a discount drug store that 
has ceased to operate there. The neighbor- 
hood is old and showing the first signs of 
deterioration along the small commercial area 
lining McNIchols. 

Outside the headquarters a number of slightly 
shaggy-haired youths with brooms in hand 
were sweeping up debris deposited there by 
passersby -- broken remnants of beer bottles, 
loose paper and bottle caps. It was an en- 
couraging scene, particularly for those who 
might prefer to think of the McCarthy young 
people as part of the ’great unwashed.’ 

Inside the building, hand -drawn signs announce 
the arrival of Senator McCarthy in Detroit, 
where he is to speak March 22 at 6 p.m. at a 
dinner in Cobo Hall. The purpose is to raise 
funds for his primary fight in Wisconsin next 
month. 

Orderly hubbub reigned among the workers 
and visitors. Open recruiting was going on 
everywhere. 

’’Are you the typist we asked for?” asked one 
Ivy League McCarthy backer. ”1 have something 
for you to type right away, but wait until I get 
this cleared through the office." 


The newly-arrived typist sat in a chair in a 
corner to await further instructions while the 
Ivy Leaguer rushed off to get his handwritten 
statement okayed. 

"When can you work?" a receptionist was 
asking two very young men, both of whom were 
decked out in the garments most of us would 
associate with popular music groups. Their 
hair, it’s true, was long and shaggy. 

They were put to work filling out time cards 
so that they could be put on call when workers 
were needed again. 

A very pretty girl, about 20, with long, 
straight blonde hair, flitted here and there 
behind the reception counter, carrying papers 
from one desk to another, and back into the 


curtained enclosure where some workers were 
already busy at their typewriters. Some were 
composing new statements, others were typing 
what others composed. 

Three middle-aged ladies, accompanied by 
one teenaged daughter, came into the offices 
from the street. The ladies showed the signs of 
affluence - hair well styled, clothing chic and 
attractive, heavy rings on their weathered 
fingers. The young daughter was their opposite - 
long straight hair hanging over her shoulders, 
bangs hanging almost in her eyes, a straight 
bag- like dress draped over her thin frame. 

"It looks like we’re too old to be coming in 
here," one of the ladies commented. "Way too 
old," said another. But they walked to the rack 
of McCarthy literature, thumbing through the 


pamphlets they found there, occasionally casting 
a sneaking glance around the room as if they 
did not want the young people to know they 
were observing. The young daughter was applying 
for volunteer work for McCarthy. 

What did the young people see in McCarthy? 
An end to the Vietnam war, certainly, but some- 
thing else, too. McCarthy campaign literature, 
much of it probably written by young people, 
tells it all; 

"We need new hope, new leadership. In the 
spirit of Adlai Stevenson and John F. Kennedy, 
let us begin anew." 

People recognize in McCarthy not only cour- 
age and integrity but independence, dedication 
and intellectual excellence." 

"I believe we can restore this nation to a 
clearer sense of purpose and of dedication to 
the achievement of that purpose." 

These are the themes that are found all 
through the McCarthy literatures - hope, cour- 
age, sense of purpose, intellectual excellence. 
The connection between these themes and the 
late President Kennedy is obvious. He embodied 
all of them, and to a certain extent, the Mc- 
Carthy people, young and old, are looking for 
someone like him. 

There didn’t seem to be much concern among 
the McCarthy people over the entry of Bobby 
Kennedy in the presidential race. Idealism 
isn't subject to pragmatic action. 

Born in Watkins, Minnesota, McCarthy 
taught in high school and college 
before winning election to the U.S. 
House of Representatives at the age 
of 32. In 1958 he defeated the incum- 
bent GOP Senator in a hard-fought 
race and was re-elected in 1964 by 
the largest popular majority of any 
Democratic candidate in the history 
of Minnesota.

The local chapters roster 
shows almost 120 members. 
Among these are doctors, 
store owners, lawyers, air- 
line pilots, policeman and even 
a girdle salesman. The group 
meets every third Thursday 
evening at nearby Mettetal 
Airport, located at Lllley and 
Joy Roads. 

Basic format of the EAA 
Is building and flying home- 
built airplanes or, as many 
do, restore old time aircraft 
that flew in another era of 
aviation up to 40 to 50 years 
ago. 

Wostlander Don Zlgler flies 
his own home-built Pitts 
Special tiny bi-plane. Working 
hundreds of hours, all in spare 
time, he completed the entire 
airplane at home and now 
flies the highly maneuverable 
craft in a series of acrobatics 
at many air shows and events. 

Another name, often in the 
news and a key member of 
the chapter, is Professor 


Edward Lesher, Director of 
the Aeronautical Department 
at the University of Michigan. 
The professor has built 
several a I r craft and flown 
them. His latest, called the 
Teal-Special, has to date set 
several world records for a 
five kilometer course. 

Paul Holman, well known 
local car dealer, is an envied 
member with his restored 
Waco bi-plane. Three years 
of time were consumed in 
restoring this 33-year air- 
plane. Holman completely 
re-bullt the old timer and 
flies it often at exhibitions. 
Painted in the original colors 
of the pre-World War II UJS. 
Air Service, the bright yellow 
wings and royal blue fuselage 
make it an outstanding 
attraction. 

Holman and Zlgler are just 
two of the many members who 
have built their own aircraft 
and fly them as often as they 
have time for. Most all of 
the homebuilts are based at 
Mettetal Airport which has 
become the home “base” for 


the EAA members from this 
area. Frequent “fly-ins" are 
staged here and at other air- 
ports throughout the state. 

One of the highlights of the 
year's activities of the EAA 
is its annuaP'AIr Show'* every 
June at Mettetal Airport. This 
year’s will be the 8th annual 
event and, as every year, the 
“homebuilts" will highlight 
the day's program. Eighty 
percent of the airplanes that 
will be on hand will bo 
airplanes that were made by 
the people who own them. 
Innovations and designs will 
range far and radical from 
the general run of aircraft 
profiles, but they are all air- 
worthy and highly prized by 
their owners. 

President of the local EAA 
chapter is Walter Philbin of 
Taylor. Westlander Dan Hurst 
Is vice president and 
secretary is Dan Ruby of 
Canton Township. 

Not all air buffs are men. 
The local group also boasts 
the only two women members 
in the state. Both are from

T MAY BE RATHER 
dreary outside, and the 
grass is still brown, and 
the trees are standing around 
nude. But spring has come, and 
if you don't believe it, just take 
a look in the basement of Wayne 
Federal Savings and Loan 
Association any Saturday 
morning between 9 a.m. and 
noon.

Feeling a little bit silly 
walking down a rainy street with 
a couple of golf clubs in my 
hand and clutching a red um- 
brella over my head, I joined 
about 19 ether 4 elf -cons clous 
hopefuls, both male and female. 

Some of the crowd were 
beginners, some intermediates 
and some advanced, but we all 
stood there in a group, elbows 
pressed together while Nlike 
Sutko, golf pro at the Par Golf 
Range on Ecorse Road, tried 
to get us to grip the club 
correctly, and swing our hips 
in rythm. Thertf was some 
danger, of course, in the bigger- 
hipped ones, but actually nothing 
happened, probably because 
most people are pretty straight - 
hippers. 

“Hold your hand out in front," 
he said, “and see what happens 
. . .you’ve got to grip the club 
with your left hand with the 
“v" oointing to the right 
should- r. . . " 


“When you address the ball," 
Mike said, “you have to have 
your feet together and then you 
stoop slightly forward." For 
a slightly off-balance female, 
this stooping slightly forward 
almost proved disastrous, but 
I was able to push myself back 
up with the help of my club. 

“Now, here's the most im- 
portant part," he continued 
seriously as if he didn't see 
anything funny about it. “When 
you finally get your feet in the 
right position you should auto- 
matically feel the weight on 
your insteps and it causes your 
knees to come in in sort of a 
knock-kneed fashion. . . then 
you draw your club back and 
as you draw it back your 
shoulders turn and your hips 
turn as far as a straight left 
arm will allow them, and then 
you swing at that ball." 

With left foot toward the 
target at a quarter turn and the 
right foot away from the target 
in a 90-degree angle, slightly 
stooped, knock-kneed, hips 
swinging, my V pointing to 
right shoulder, I took a healthy 
swing at that ball. . . and missed 
it altogether. 

Next week, though, I’ll hit 
that ball. If not next week, 
then the week after. . .some- 
time I'll hit it, by darn. 

If you want to join the fun, 
remember it’s every Saturday 
morning, at Wayne Federal 
Savings and Loan Association 
in Wayne.

A LITTLE OVER A YEAR 
ago Blanche Lakish of 
8202 Appleton, Dearborn 
Heights, read an article about 
the need for letters to service- 
men. . .many of them no more 
than boys, away from home for 
the first time In their lives; 
often lonely, homesick and 
discouraged. 

Some of them, the article 
stated, receive but one or two 
letters a month and the morale 
of these kids are often at low 
ebb just when they might be 
called upon to use all of the 
courage they can muster. 

Blanche, who is the mother 
of two sons, neither of whom 
are yet in service, mentally 
placed her boys in that position 
and because she had been won- 
dering for a long time what 
she, as an individual, could do 
to help in the present crisis, 
an idea was born* 

That very day she bought a 
few boxes of Christmas cards 
and, taking the list of service- 
men from the paper, she made 
sure that many boys were re- 
membered that Christmas. 

The response was overwhel- 
ming. 

And then she wrote her first 
letter. . .a letter which told the 
boys who she was and why she 
was writing. She said she 
wanted them to know she and 
her husband cared about them 
being over there and she wanted 
somehow to do her share. 

And the boys. . .the boys 
answered the letters, and as 
they started coming home they 
made sure that one of their 
first visits after their family 
and loved ones, was to the home 
of Blanche. . .the mother of 
sons who cared. . .who cared 
enough to make sure their days 
were lightened by cheery letters 
from home. 

After Blanche knew her pro- 
ject was successful, she made 
trips to other newspapers. . . 
newspapers like the Inkster 
Ledger Star and the Wayne 
Eagle, and from them she got 
lists of boys in their area, who 
might appreciate a letter from 
her. In a little over one year 
she has written over one thou- 
sand letters to servicemen 
away from home. 

•It hasn't been all joy, how- 
ever,* Blanche said. “And 
sometimes I get a bit confused 
when people tend to think 1 
have some ulterior motive. One 
day, for instance, the doorbell 
rang and my husband Frank 
answered and there stood a man, 
who turned out to be an inves- 
tigator of some sort, holding 
a letter I had written to a kid 
named "John* stationed in 
Germany. 

•It was one of tne first letters 
I had sent out, and this 'John' 
apparently couldn't read too 
well, or something, because he 
entirely missed the fact that I 
said he didn't know me, and that 
I was only writing because I 
cared about him being away 
from home. He sent the letter 
home to his girl-friend and she 


sent it downtown, somewhere, 
and here came the investigator 
wondering what I was doing 
writing to bpys overseas.* 

•I told him, and I guess he 
believed me, or else I didn't 
look like the type that would 
be writing for any other reason 
. . .anyway, he left and we 
heard no more about it.* 

•One of the nicest things 
that has happened,* she con- 
tinued, “was when one of the 
boys, William Parsons, asked 
his mother to call us and ask 
if we would let her come over 
and tape our voices so he could 
hear us on Okinawa. Of course, 

I said, "Oh heavens no, we're 
strangers, why would he want 
that?* When asked if she had 
finally allowed it, she shook 
her head vehemently and said 
again she couldn't figure out 
why anyone would want to hear 
her voice. 

Besides the letters, Blanche 
sends gifts and was asked by 
one of her boys to help get 
toys and gum *or even a yo-yo* 
to him so that his company 
could divide them among the 
Vietnamese children. 

■My friend and neighbor, 
Marie Micheiek, helped me gat- 
her up the stuff and get it off 
to him,* she said, 'Everbody 
is so helpful. . .1 think you 
should tell about them, too.* 

Blanche, who is about 110 
pounds of dynamite, works at 
Sally's Gift and Beauty Shop in 
Dearborn where she is deeply 
admired by her co-workers. 

Not too long ago the girls all 
got together to help Blanche 
send clothing, soap, scissors 
and anything they could use ir 
Vietnam for 25 little ones or- 
phaned by the war. 

■One of my boys promised 
to send me a picture of the 
orphans, but I haven't received 
it yet,* she said, “butthen, he's 
probably busy.* 

Blanche has lost some of her 
boys. She still hurts when she 
recalls the time she called a 
mother for the correct address 
of her service son, and *1 
called just a couple of days 
after she had gotten word that 
her boy was killed. Oh, I felt 
so terrible. . .1 just ached for 
his mother and dad. . .and I 
just hurt for days.* 

Blanche would like for anyone 
who knows of a service man who 
might like letters, to send her 
his name and address. When 
reminded that she now has a 
mailing list of over a thousand, 
she laughed and said, 

■Oh, I still have plenty of time 
for writing more letters. I 
love those kids. . .somehow, I 
want to make sure they are as 
happy as they can be under the 
circumstances.* 

She's almost 5-feet-2and she 
almost tips the scales at 110 
pounds, but she has a heart 
that has room for everybody.

whom official! are hired through a central office In Detroit. 
We have an opportunity of crossing out five officials we do not 
wish to have work our games. That's no guarantee that one of 
those crossed out will not come strolling into your gym to work 
a game or two. 

And It gives a coach a feeling of uneasiness when he sees one 
of those who he has crossed off officiating his game. 

There Is, in my slncerest opinion, no question about It, that 
officiating has deteriorated drastically over the past five years. 
And attempts to resolve the problem have not been successful. 

Practical Experience Key to Solution 

Coaches do not help matters any, of course, when they try to 
coach and referee a game at the same time. Inf ort unate ly, 
some coaches are forced into that position by the officials 
because of their phegmatic attitude on the court. 

Why are most of the so-called better officials working the 
•Suburban A* games and the Catholic First and Central Division 
games? 

MONEY. That’s why! 

And 1 cant blame them a bit. I would do the same. Wouldn't 
you rather work one varsity game for $20 in the first divisions 
than struggle through a junior varsity and varsity game for both 
$17.50 in the second divisions? 

Doc also states, *a good official never anticipates a call - that 
the officials have better position than the coach or the fans do 
during the game.* 

Well then, how does he explain these inconsistencies by the 
same officials in the same game? 

In my opinion, it's not only position which counts, but the quality 
of the ref on the court. If he knows what he's doing and keeps up 
with the game, then there's no problem. 

1 ape 

officials, not all of them, are human. Therefore, the human ones 
are subject to having a bad night occasionally. Of the ^inhuman 
ones*, they are our problem. 

And I could write for hours simply on the inconsistencies of 
calling a 'roughing the kicker* penalty this past season. 

What is the solution? I wish I knew. 

We’ve tried clinics - but clinics and seminars can only convey 
principles and theories to athletic directors, coaches, players 
and officials. Reading all the rule books, attending lectures 
again, helps, but In essence doesn't solve the problem. 

I feel that PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE Is the key to resolving 
most of these problems. 

And until these refs pick up this type of experience, we will 
be tossing this problem around again and again.
